No. II(56-E)/49-N-6. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 
of the Influx from Pakistan (Control) Act, 1949 (XXIIl of 1949), the Control 
Government is pleased to direct that the following further amendment shall 
be made in the Permit System Rules, 1949, namely: — 

In rule 5 of the said Piules, in clause (iii), the following shall bo inserted, 
namely:— 

“Notwithstanding thut an Identity certificate granted by a Collector or 
Deputy Commissioner in India, may be valid for a longer period, 
the holder theieof, shall not during any single visit, stay in 
Pakistan for a period exceeding two months from the date of his 
entry into Pakistan, unless the period of stay in Pakistan 's ex- 
tended in writing by the High Commissioner/ Deputy High Com- 
missioner for India in Pakistan to whom an application in this 
behalf should he made at least ten days bcEore the expiry of the 
said period of two months.”
